"DURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  10 
T  of  the  “  Trade-schools  Regulation  Act,” 
being  chapter  288  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of 
British  Columbia,  1936,”  His  Honour  the  Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased 
to  make  the  following  regulations: — 
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Special  Regulations  governing  Correspon¬ 
dence  and  Home-study  Schools. 

1.  Any  person  keeping  or  operating-  a  trade- 
school  in  the  Province  by  means  of  correspon¬ 
dence  or  home-study  courses  and  any  person 
offering  by  advertisements  circulating-  within 
the  Province,  or  contained  in  newspapers  or 
magazines  or  other  publications  sold  or  circu¬ 
lating  within  the  Province,  to  give  instruction 
by  con-espondence  or  home-study  courses  shall 
deposit  and  keep  with  the  Minister  of  Labour 
security  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister  in 
the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  the  due  performance  of 
the  contracts  entered  into  by  the  said  keeper 
or  operator  with  residents  of  the  Province  re¬ 
lating  to  the  giving  of  courses  of  instruction 
by  correspondence  or  home-study  and  the  ful¬ 
filment  of  the  obligations  imposed  on  such 
person  by  these  regulations. 

2.  Notwithstanding  any  term,  condition,  or 
statement  in  any  contract  entered  into  after 
the  coming  into  force  of  these  regulations  for 
the  supplying  of  the  course  of  instruction  by 
correspondence  or  home-study  made  between 
any  keeper  or  operator  of  a  course  by  corre¬ 
spondence  or  home-study  entered  into  with  any 
resident  of  the  Province,  and,  in  particular, 
notwithstanding  any  provision  in  such  contract 
limiting  the  rights  and  benefits  of  the  person 
contracting  to  buy  or  take  such  course  by 
correspondence  or  home-study  to  the  rights 
and  benefits  specifically  set  forth  in  such  con¬ 
tract,  and  notwithstanding  any  express  decla¬ 
ration  that  salesmen  and  agents  have  no  au¬ 
thority  to  vary  or  alter  the  contract,  or  to  the 
like  effect: — 

(a.)  Any  person  contracting  to  buy  or  take 
such  coui’se  by  correspondence  or  home- 
study  may  recover  back  from  the  keeper 
or  operator  of  any  trade-school  taught 
by  means  of  correspondence  or  home- 
study  any  amount  paid  for  such  course 
on  proof  that  the  keeper  or  operator 
has  failed  to  deposit  and  keep  with  the 
Minister  of  Labour  security  to  the 
amount  of  one  thousand  dollars  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  section  1  hereof,  or  on  proof 
that  the  keeper  or  operator  of  such 
correspondence  or  home-study  trade- 
school,  or  his  agent,  has  made  any  false 
or  misleading  statement  to  induce  such 
person  to  enter  into  a  contract  for  the 
taking  of  a  course  by  correspondence 
or  home-study,  or  has  represented, 
whether  verbally  or  in  writing  or  in 
any  other  manner,  that  the  person  con¬ 
tracting  to  buy  or  take  such  course  as 
aforesaid  would  acquire  any  rights  or 
benefits  other  than  those  specifically 
set  forth  in  such  contract  or  would  be 
exempt  from  any  of  the  liabilities  im¬ 
posed  by  such  contract: 

(b.)  Any  person  who,  after  the  coming  into 
force  of  these  regulations,  has  entered 
into  a  contract  with  the  keeper  or 
operator  of  a  trade-school  taught  by 
correspondence  or  home-study  within 
the  Province  may  notify  such  keeper  or 
operator  in  writing  of  his  intention  to 
cease  taking  any  course  of  study 
already  contracted  for,  and  thereupon 
such  keeper  or  operator  shall  forth¬ 
with  return  to  such  person  the  amount 
of  tuition  fees  already  paid,  less  an 
amount  proportionate  to  the  part  of 
the  course  of  instruction  already  sup¬ 
plied  and  less  ten  per  cent,  of  the 
amount  remaining  due  under  the  con¬ 
tract,  and  on  the  giving  of  such  notifi¬ 
cation  the  keeper  or  operator  of  the 
trade-school  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
recover  from  such  person  any  sum  for 
courses  contracted  to  be  supplied  by 
correspondence  or  home-study  other 
than  those  already  supplied  at  the  date 
of  such  notification  and  ten  per  cent. 


of  the  amount  remaining  due  under  the 
contract  as  aforesaid. 

3.  No  keeper  or  operator  of  a  trade-school 
by  correspondence  or  home-study  who  has 
failed  to  deposit  and  keep  with  the  Minister  of 
Labour  security  to  the  amount  of  one  thousand 
dollars  as  required  by  section  1  hereof  shall  be 
capable  of  maintaining  any  action  or  suit  or 
other  proceeding  in  any  Court  of  the  Province, 
or  of  taking  any  other  step  within  the  Province 
to  enforce  any  contract  made  with  any  resident 
of  the  Province  after  the  coming  into  force  of 
these  regulations. 

4.  The  use  of  any  advertising  by  keepers  or 
operators  of  trade-schools  which  would  tend  to 
mislead  is  prohibited. 

5.  Keepers  or  operators  of  trade-schools  by 
correspondence  or  home-study  shall  not  publish 
or  make  use  of  any  advertisement  containing- 
statements : — 

(a.)  That  a  student  of  the  trade-school  is 
assured  of  a  position  upon  completing 
his  course: 

( b .)  That  there  is  a  specific  demand  or  that 
there  are  positions  available  for  gradu¬ 
ate  students  or  trained  men  without 
giving  full  particulars  and  location 
where  such  opportunities  exist. 

6.  The  following  means  of  advertising  shall 
not  be  made  use  of  by  keepers  or  operators  of 
trade-schools  by  correspondence  or  home- 
study: — 

(a.)  The  “  Help  Wanted”  or  other  employ¬ 
ment  columns  in  newspapers  or  other 
publications  : 

(b.)  “  Blind  ”  advertisements  which  fail  to 
give  the  name  of  the  school  and  the 
name  and  address  of  the  authorized 
agent  to  whom  inquiries  should  be 
addressed : 

(c.)  Broadcast  by  radio  without  such  adver¬ 
tisement  being  in  writing  and  in  con¬ 
formity  with  the  regulations  governing- 
advertising  pursuant  to  this  Act. 
Nothing  shall  be  added  to  or  detracted 
from  the  written  script  of  such  adver¬ 
tisement  while  the  same  is  being  broad¬ 
cast,  and  a  correct  copy  thereof  shall 
be  kept  on  file  with  the  district  man¬ 
ager  or  the  local  agent  of  the  school 
as  part  of  their  records. 

7.  Where  any  judgment  is  pronounced  by 
any  Court  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia 
against  any  person  who  has  deposited  security 
with  the  Minister  of  Labour  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  section  1  hereof,  if  such  judg¬ 
ment  be  in  respect  of  any  of  the  matters  for 
which  such  security  is  expressed  to  be  de¬ 
posited  by  said  section,  the  Minister  of  Labour 
may  at  the  request  of  the  judgment  creditor, 
provided  the  time  limited  for  appeal  against 
such  judgment  has  expired  and  no  appeal  has 
been  taken  or  an  appeal  has  been  taken  and 
decided  in  favour  of  the  judgment  creditor, 
and  provided  the  said  Minister  considers  it 
just  and  proper  so  to  do,  out  of  the  security 
furnished  as  aforesaid  make  payment  to  the 
judgment  creditor  of  the  amount  of  the  said 
judgment,  and  for  such  purpose  the  said  Min¬ 
ister  may  sell  and  realize  the  said  security  at 
such  price  and  in  such  manner  as  he  may  think 
proper,  and  the  person  by  whom  the  security 
in  question  was  originally  deposited  shall  forth¬ 
with  deposit  with  the  said  Minister  further 
security  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  Minister 
in  order  to  restore  such  security  to  the  full 
amount  of  one  thousand  dollars. 

8.  The  annual  fees  for  registration  of  stu¬ 
dents  in  trade-schools  carrying  on  their  busi¬ 
ness  by  correspondence  or  home-study  shall  be

2.  That  Order  No.  46  of  the  Board  of  Indus¬ 
trial  Relations  establishing  a  minimum  wage  in 
the  fruit  and  vegetable  industry,  dated  the  2nd 
day  of  July,  1937,  and  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  on  the  8th  day  of  July,  1937, 
shall  not  apply  to  females  in  the  fruit  and 
vegetable  industry  employed  in  canneries  while 
working  on  tomatoes  during  the  period  from 
the  16th  day  of  September,  1937,  to  the  30th 
day  of  September,  1937,  both  dates  inclusive. 

3.  That,  during  the  period  specified  in  sec¬ 
tion  2  hereof,  the  minimum  wage  for  every 
female  employee  in  the  fruit  and  vegetable 
industry  employed  in  a  cannery  while  working 
on  tomatoes  (except  women  to  whom  special 
licences  are  issued  under  sections  5  or  6  of  the 
said  Act,  and  with  the  exceptions  provided  by 
section  4  hereof)  shall  be  not  less  than  the  sum 
of  thirty  cents  (30c.)  per  hour:  Provided, 
however,  that  no  such  employee  in  any  one  day 
shall  be  paid  less  than  the  sum  of  ninety  cents 
(90c.). 

4.  That  provided  when  (but  not  until)  an 
employer,  during  the  period  specified  in  section 
2  hereof,  has  paid  ninety  per  centum  (90%)  of 
his  female  employees  in  the  fruit  and  vegetable 
industry  employed  in  a  cannery  while  working 
on  tomatoes  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  thirty 
cents  (30c.)  per  hour,  he  may  then  pay  the 
other  or  others  of  such  female  employees  in 
the  cannery  while  working  on  tomatoes  (in¬ 
clusive  of  female  employees  to  whom  special 
licences  are  issued  under  sections  5  or  6  of  the 
said  Act)  at  a  rate  not  less  than  twenty-five 
cents  (25c.)  per  hour:  Provided,  however,  that 
no  such  employee  in  any  one  day  shall  be  paid 
less  than  the  sum  of  seventy-five  cents  (75c.). 

5.  That,  during  the  period  specified  in  sec¬ 
tion  2  hereof,  after  not  more  than  five  (5)  con¬ 
secutive  hours’  employment  every  female  em¬ 
ployee  in  the  fruit  and  vegetable  industry 
employed  in  a  cannei'y  while  working  on 
tomatoes  shall  be  given  at  least  one  (1)  hour 
free  from  duty:  Provided,  however,  that  if  a 
petition  in  writing  signed  bv  at  least  seventy- 
five  per  centum  (75%)  of  such  female  em¬ 
ployees  requesting  a  shorter  period  free  from 
duty  is  received  by  any  employer,  he  may,  with 
the  approval  of  the  said  Board,  grant  such 
petition,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  period  free 
from  duty  be  less  than  half  an  hour.

PRIVATE  BILLS. 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  t"he  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  further¬ 
more  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible  in 
some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 


therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.  •  . 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days 
of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be 
presented  to  the  House  after  the  fiist  three 
weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  report  of 
any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a 
Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four 
weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no  motion  for  the 
suspension  or  modification  of  this  Standing 
Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until 
the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference 
made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House 
to  the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the 
consideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report 
thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session: — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill : 

(6.)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House: 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 

(2.)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and 
petition  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars. 

(3.)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and 
notices  proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been 
so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not 
been  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid 
to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars.  If 
the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or 
attorney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the 
authority  of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact, 
and  the  petition  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed 
with  the  Clerk  until  this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll-bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person 
or  persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill 
shall,  upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by 
Standing  Order  100,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  give  notice  of  the  rates 
which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the 
privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval 
between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the  passage 
of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also  whether 
they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not,  and 
the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or 
for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to 
such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to 
the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in 
which  the  general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  de¬ 
parted  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed  in 
accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon 
the  clauses. 
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(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model 
Bill  (copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions 
contained  in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  or  underlined,  and  shall  be 
so  printed. 

(3.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may 
be  proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed 
in  small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty 
ems,  on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches 
by  IV2  inches.  There  shall  be  a  marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the 
numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through 
the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.
